One of tlio first attioftlie prefont 
Legislature was to clear iho Ktututf- 
books of the complex, illiberal and 
Tex^tous law for tlie qualification and 
legisira^oD-of voters which wns llie 
lega<?y of irresponsible govennucnt, 
aud to put in its place a simple iwd 
liberal one fitted and acceptable to the 
country.

aim of legislation on this subject to 
place the Ballot-box within the eacy 
xeacb of every bona fide British re» i- 
dent. But , strange to say ,th e pri mary 
object of the measure before us would 
raally appear to be to render voting 
difficult — tg plaroe as many hurdles as 
posbible between the subject and the 
Bul'ot-box.

Mr. Bobson, at considenible length, 
reviewed the history and position of both 
the Canadian and^inperial aid. He con 
tended that there wti-^ primo/aci,: uvido.nuo 
that both were in tho ii»tiiro of a loan, to be 
ropaiil with interest by the Provine«, and 
it was tho duty of tho leader of the (iov 
ernment to, set all doubt at rost onu point 
of' such vital importance before askin(r 
members to vote on the Bill. This was 
more oapeci.'vlly duo to tho House anil 
country cou.iidering that tlie terms upon 
which the Canadian "advance" wjs to bo 
made had been subject of puidio ^dis])nto 
and donbtdni iug tho past twelve inonthg. 
In all probability it would be found that 
by the time the dock- was completed to 
the satisfaction of the Lordsof the Ad mir- 
alty, the total expenditure wonld not fall 
much short of three quarters of a million 
of dollars; and it greatly concerned meui- 
l)er8, more especially those representing 
Districts remote from the site ehos-on for 
the work, to bo well assnred that tlu! 
charge was not to fall upon the Province. 
All should seek to rise above local eon 
siderations and regard the work na a Pro- 
vincial one; and if it could bo satisfc" 
torily Hhown that these amounts weio in 
the nature of a free conirihutiou, he fel' 
quits sure lion, raeiobe s from all [lai-ln 
would feel it to be their duty to snpiioi t 
the GoTsrnmsnt in tho undertaking, and 
no member would more iieariily support 
it than himself. But the House was en 
titled to delinito information on this 
I)oint, something difl'erent from tho fine- 
drawn hair-splitting dofinitiou of words 
to which hon. moml)er.s had listened. Let 
the leader of the Oovernment be frank 
and honest with the House; and if not in 
ponseBsion of such information as would 
place this important question altogether 
beyond jieradventure. let him delay the 
measure for a day or two and telegraph 
to Ottawa and London. It was not fan- 
to members, it was not right to ask them 
to TOto in the dark upou a subject of such 
importance to thoir constituents. 

Mr. Booth thought the strikincf out of 
the Clause introduced by Mr. Mackenzie 
giving tbs proposed assistance the char- 
acter of a loan, was safliciont proof that 
it iiad now assumed the shape of a free 
gift.
